ship u nless he expressed a desire to be­ 
come a member. 
The motion 
pre­ 
vailed. 
Cou nty Su perintendent 
I. F, 
Ed­ 
wards was then introdu ced and ably 
defended the cau se of g radu ation, as 
set forth in a most excellent paper pre­ 
pared for the occasion, 
A g eneral ou tline of the work was 
g iveu showing the impossibilities of 
the past in a su ccessfu l co-operation 
among the districts of the township. 
The failu re to comprehend the exact 
standing of pu p Is from year to year 
and even from term to term on accou nt 
of an u ng raded sytem and no properly 
arrang ed reg ister. 
And especially did 
he emphasize the g reat mistake in 
chang ing teachers each term, bu t In 
stead hire the teacher by the year and 
let that year be 9 months instead of 
seven, hire a first class teacher and 
pay him living wag es. One commend­ 
able plan has been the adoption 
by 
more than fifty districts of Lee Co., of 
the state cou rse of stu dy. 
This has 
been the means of showing the necee 
sary importance of hiring teachers by 
the year. 
The necessity of a 
heart 
u nion between parents and teachers in 
all school work was distinctly shown. 
W e wou ld th a t wo mig ht g ive this ex 
celient article in fu ll, bu t have barely 
tou ched u pon a few of the many g ood 
points contained in this paper of over 
twenty pag es. 
Su ffice it to say th at 
those present have a better idea than 
ever before of the g radu ation plan as 
now adopted by Lee Co. and all feel 
with the knowledg e g ained no mis 
take had been made in su bmitting thio 
qu estion “ T h e Benefits end Objections 
of g radu ations of Cou ntry Schools,” for 
consideration. 
Letters were reau from the Su perin 
tendents and Principals 
of 
Dixon, 
Pawpaw, and Sterling Hig h Schools»
